had swallowed any glass, that the 
evidence was circumstantial 'ah'tl 
that the award was excessive.

factual issue," the coJr't declared. 


"We cannot say that the 
$500 


verdict was so grossly excessive 
as to shock the conscience and call 
for a ermiltitur."

Quillan told the governor

Bates had had an unpleasant fam-

contempt."

The contempt citation will have 


to be approved by the House, re 
ferred to a U. S. district attorney, 
and become subject to a grand 
jury indictment. 
The maximum 
penalty upon conviction is a $1,- 
000 fine and a year in jail. 


Conviction on conspiracy to com- 


mit contempt is punishable by a 
maximum of $10,000 fine and two 
years' imprisonment. 


The committee also voted to ask
